The association 
also recommends the Imposition of a 
small guo license fee. licenses to Ik? is¬ 
sued only to those who are old enough 
to properly understand the use of fire¬ 
arms The association will ask that 
the open season for blue grouse, deer 
aud duck be made the same, opening 
Aug 20, and closing January 1. They 
suggest that the season for qnail. pheas¬ 
ants aud willow grouse be the same, 
opening October 1. nnd closing Decem¬ 
ber 31, and that their sale be prohibited. 
The repeal of the danse prohibiting the 
shooting of bird* between sunset mid 
sunrise Is advocated, aud In lien there¬ 
of n clause iu sorted “that it *lutll Ik* 
lawful to shoot game birds during the 
0|**n season nt anv time except when 
they are on the roost."

The 
sti ff fell Into the hands of the Hawaiian 
authorities, and it being prohllwtcd ou 
thi islands Deputy Collector Mc8ctoe- 
ker come to Vlctorja to sell it. It was 
sold through n Victoria business firm to 
the men who had owned it in the first 
place. They got It for less than $1 a 
pound. This gave them a good margin 
for profit on the Hong Kong opium, 
which commands a good price in 8an - 
r ranclsco, \ ithout doing -tuything ille- 
git mute. So they shipped it to Sau 
rrnnelsco, paid the regular duty ami 
realized n good profit. They still, how- 
e' er, had the 1.400 pound* of Ran Fran¬ 
cisco manufacture on their hand*. There 
la no market for that brand on thi* 
coast. *r» their only chance to get hack 
their money was to land it on the Hn- 
vniian island*, when* nit brands com¬ 
mand a good price. The Henrietta wa* 
therefore chartered and she made tho 
trip which bus resulted so disastrously 1 
to the men interested, os well u* to the I 
crew.
